STRDCK BY A TBAIN.

At about 6:30 o'clock this morning Mr. 


Alexander Wright, who i* in charge of It. 
L. Perry'* farm weit of Decatur, found 
tbe dead body of a man in the east end of 
tbe cut this side of the YY»b*sh bridge 
which ipan* Steven* Creek, west of tbe 
fair grounds. Tbe man was found lying 
on hia face, about 10 feet south of tbe 
Wabaib track, and be was cold and stiff, 
with a frightful gash in his face, and 
another equally as revolting in hi* fore- 
head. Mr. Wright had met W abash pas- 
senger train Mo. 3 and the pay car, west- 
ward bound, before he discovered tbe 
lifeless form, and at first it was supposed 
that one of tbe morning train* had struck 
and thrown the unfortunate man from 
the track. Mr. Edwin Park, who lives 
near by, wan summoned to the spot, and 
then Mr. Wright came on lo the city and 
notified Coroner Dinneen of the discovery 
he bad made. 
The coroner procured 


wagon and brought the body to P. Perl's 
undertaking establishment. The deceas- 
ed was attired In a new suit of dark 
clothes, and had in his pocket book a few 
scraps of paper and $8.20 in cash. A 
broken half pint bottle which had con- 
tained whisky, was found lo one of the 
pockets, and in others 8 cigars and a lot 
of peanuts. Near the body in tbe cut 
were picked up a stiff nat and umbrella. 


IDENTIFIED. 


The Coroner experienced no little diffi- 


culty in fixing the Identity of the deceas- 
ed. He was a man of about 45 years of 
age, was of medium height, strongly 
built, and wore a sandy mustache, 
lie 


was partially bald. Among those who 
who were called upon to identify the man 
was Marshal Ilewes, who readily recog- 
nized him as Elisba Sebring, who has 
been in the employ of Mr. B, B. Tuttle 
for 15 years past. Tbe Marshal knew 
Sebring well.and had aeen him in the city 
man intoxicated condition on Sunday 
evening at 6 o'clock, when be spoke to 
him. Other citizens saw the same man 
during yesterday afternoon. 


It is supposed that pour Sebring, who 


was tbe father of Miss Annie Sebring, a 
domestic of this city, had goue towards 
Tutlle'a new mill, on Stevens creek, and 
while plodding along on the railway truck 
last night, at about 10:30 o'clock, Ibe 
east bound Wabash passenger train bad 
struck him and thrown him from the 
track. He could not have been killed 
this morning, for, as above stated, he was 
cold and stilt when found by Mr. Wright. 
His right Jaw and tbe bridge of his nose 
are broken
